Vigilance  Commitete,  which  stated  that  he 
was  a  trustworthy  Southern  rights  man,  in 
whom  they  placed  implicit  confidence.

Oar  readers  will  find  in  another  column 
the  above  report.

PBAIRIE  FIREN   AT    CHRISTIdAS. 

A  correspondent  at  Fort  Ridgely  writes 
ot  on  the  26th  of  December,  that  "prairie 
fires  have  been  seen  in  various  directions 
during  the  last  five  days.

quarry.  We  say  pro-slavery  press  in  full 
view  of  the  tact  that  the  Chicago  Tribune 
was  on3of  his  savage  pursuers.  The  Trib- 
une seems  to  have  chosen  for  its  mission 
the  work  of  destroying  whatever  corner  in 
its  way.  Uut  a  little  while  ago  it  wa.s  as 
fierce  for  guillotining  Secretary  Canierou 
and  others  of  the  Cabinet  as  it  was  more 
recently  for  removing  Gen.  Fremont. 

Bat  the  concerted  cry  against  Fremont 
hw*  come  mainly  from  bis  old  political  ene- 
mies, and  is  still  yelped  by  the  hungry  pack. 
We  acquiesced  in  the  action  of  the  Pres- 
ident removing  Fremont  from  command  in 
Missouri,  just  as  we  did  in  his  superseding 
Gen.  McDowell,  in  command  of  Ihe  army 
of  the  Potomac,  by  Gen.  McClellau. 

The  President  is  responsible  to  the  coun 
try  for  the  conduct  ot  the  campaign,  and 
he  must  be  left  free  to  appoint  and  remove 
commanders  under  him.  But  it  no  more 
proves  Gen.  Fremont's  "  im'oecility  and 
corruption" — terms  frequently  and  glibly 
used  by  the  Pioneer— than  the  superseding 
of  McDow-11  proved  that  he  wa.s  inibecii,  or 
corrupt. 

The  truth  is,  that  if  Gen.  McClellan  bad 
been  Ih  command  of  the  Potomac  army  last 
July,  under  the  unfavorable  circumstances 
that  then  existed — the  army  with  few  ex 
ceptions  little  i>etter  than  an  undisciplined 
mob — the  term  oi  enlistment  of  a  large  part 
just  ready  to  expire — Ck)ngrt^  and  the  "  on 
to  Richmond"  newspapers  demanding  an 
immediate  advance — that  even  the  acknowl- 
edgetl  ability  of  McClellan  would  have  re- 
sisted in  vain,  and  the  inevitable  disasters 
that  have  resulted  would  have  been  associ- 
ated with  his  name  instead  of  Gen.  Scott's 
aod  Gen.  McDowell's.  So  much  do  cir- 
cumstances aff>.ct  the  fortunes  and  reputa- 
tions of  men. 

In  the  case  ot  Freu-ont,  he  was  placed  in 
a  more  trying  situation  than  the  comman- 
der of  the  army  of  the  Potomac.  He  had 
to  contend  with  an  empire  in  rebellion.  His 
lines  of  military  operations  were  in  extent 
tenfold  those  of  the  Potomac.  He  was  re- 
mote from  the  capital,  and  the  heads  of 
Departments  of  the  Government.  His  in 
teresis,  were  always  made  secondary  to  those 
of  the  Potomac,  whether  his  wants  were 
men,  or  money,  or  military  equipments 
This  was  doubtless  properly  so.  The  Gov- 
ernment could  not  supply  both  the  East  and 
the  West  and  it  was  the  less  evil  to  deny  aid 
to  the  \V'e8tern  Department. 

Fremont  comprehended  the  situation,  and 
planned  the  movement  down  the  Mississippi 
river,  to  which  the  Government  ha.«  finally 
returned.  But  as  fast  as  he  gathered  men 
they  were  taken  from  him.  Means  could 
not  be  supplied,  and  reluctantly  he  had  to 
abandon  and  postpone  the  grand  enterprise 
of  striking  the  Rebellion  at  Memphis  and 
New  Orleans,  blows  that  would  have  quickly 
ended  its  life  in  Missouri  as  well  as  in  the 
entire  valley  of  the  Mississippi.  He  then 
turned  to  lop  ofi  the  branches  in  Missouri  — 
when^he  could  not  strike  at  the  trunk — and 
really  drove  the  rel>el  army  out  of  the  State 
and  left  Missouri  freer  from  the  relK-l  horde 
than  it  has  been  any  time  since  his  removal. 

Thus  have  events  and  the  uiti  mate  adoj)- 
tion  of  his  plans  vindicated  the  military 
sagacity  and  capacity  of  Fremont.  It  is 
the  silliest  and  shallowest  falsehood  to  talk 
of  evidence  of  his  "'imbecility." 

But,  we  shall  he  told  all  this  does  not  re- 
lieve him  from  the  charge  of  "corruption;" 
and  the  Pioneer  has  charged  us  with  unfair- 
ness for  not  publishing  the  interminable  mass 
of  testimony — heaven  save  the  mark — that 
the  investigating  committee  have  got  by  in 
vitiug  disappointed  contractor^  to  prove 
that  their  fortunate  rivals,  got  contracts  by 
fraud.  The  truth  is,  that  their  exparte  state- 
ments have  been  largely  proved  to  he  laise 
or  mistaken,  and  it  we  had  undertaken  to 
give  the  mass  of  evidence  on  both  sides, 
i  our  paper  would  have  contained  little  else 
for  the  last  two  months. 

We  differ  from  the  Pioneer,  in  that  we 
have  abstained  from  giving  otic  side,  when  we 
would  have  found  it  impossible  to  devote 
the  space  necessary  to  giving 60//1  sides.  It 
however  seems  quite  content,  and  it  suits 
its  sympathies  exactly  to  publish  the  evi- 
dence  against  the  accused,  but  to  keep  si- 
lent in  regard  to  what  has  been  adduced 
in  bis  defence.  The  Missouri  Democ rot  hag 
teemed  with  evidence  of  the  falsity  and 
error  that  abounds  in  the  report  of  the  in- 
vestigating committee. 

We  have  no  doubt  that  frauds  were  per- 
petrated 00  the  Government  at  St.  L<)oi8, 
just  as  they  have  been  at  Washington, 
and,  as  Mr.  Colfax  says,  probably  not 
a  tenth  part  as  great.  But  that  Fre- 
mont has  been  a  party  to  those'  frauds, 
we  do  not  believe,  and  feel  assured  no  tes- 
timony wll  ever  establish  when  a  free  in- 
vestigation shall  be  had,  the  truth  ar-  i 
rived  at.

Jo  tht  Editors  0/  the  Chicago  Tribune  : 

Your  sense  of  justice,  and  the  friendly 
relations  that  have  always  existed  between 
us,  will,  I  trust,  allow  me  a  brief  space  in 
your  columns  to  correct  a  very  great  mis- 
take into  which  your  excellent  and  racy 
\Vashington  correspondent  has  fallen  in  his 
letter  published  last  Saturday,  He  says, 
"He  has  .searched  diligently  to  find  one  sin- 
gle member  of  either  House  who  proposes 
to  defend  Fremont  ;"  that  "the  most  he  can 
hope  from  those  members  who  were  on  his 
staff  in  Missouri  is  entire  .silence,"  and  that 
"if  Mi .  Colfa.\  tfays  a  word  in  his  behalf, 
he  will  surprise  those  who  know  hira  most 
intimately." 

The  fact  is,  members  who  stand  by  Fre- 
mont are  numbered  by  the  score.  My  be- 
lief as  I  have  stated  in  each  of  the  four 
editorials  I  wrote  on  this  subject,  has 
been  that,  he  may  have  mistakenly  given 
his  confidence  to  some  men  in  St.  Louis, 
who,  though  men  of  great  energy,  abased 
his  confidence  for  their  own  gain:  but  that 
the  altenpt  to  saddle  on  him  the  charges 
against  McKinstry,  who  as  Quartermaster 
(General  at  St.  Louis  before  he  went  there, 
and  whom  he  had  no  more  power  to  remove 
than  he  has  to  remove  you  from  the  editor- 
ship of  the  Tribune,  and  for  whose  acts  he 
was  no  more  responsible  than  Gen.  McClel 
Ian  is  for  the  official  acts  of  the  Quartermas- 
ter here — Gen.  Meigs— is,  in  the  last  drgree 
unjust.  Prabably  money  may  have  been 
injudiciously  exper.ded  in  the  Western  De- 
partment, one  tenth  as  much  as  has  been 
wasted  in  the  Department  of  the  Potomac 
—though  I  hope  not.  But  I  .shall  not 
trespass  on  you,  if  you  print  this  letter,  any 
extended  defence  of  Fremont  He  will 
speak  for  himself.  Suffice  it  to  say  without 
making  any  catalogue  of  names,  that  among 
those  in  the  House  who  sympathize  with 
him,  and  who  state  openly  that  they 
have  not  lost  confidence  in  him  as  a 
man,  as  a  general  or  as  a  patriot,  are 
Speaker  Grow,  Thaddeus  Seevens,  Chair 
man  of  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means, 
and  the  leader  of  the  House  ;  John  F.

Covode,  Chairman  of  Public  Expenditures; 
C.  B.  Sedgwick,  Chairman  of  Naval  Af 
fairs — names  which  I  allude  to, not  because 
they  are  better  than  scores  of  others,  but 
because  they  are  widely  known  to  your 
readei-s.  I  trust  you  who  •'  know  me  inti- 
mately," will  do  me  the  justice  to  believe 
that  I  never  deserted  a  inend  because  of 
public  clamor  or  adversity  ;  and  that  I 
never  hesitated  at  the  expression  of  ray 
convictions,  in  or  out  of  Congrejis.  We 
may  all  of  us  be  very  deluded,  but  I 
know  that  my  opinion  is  a  conscientious 
one,  and  ttiat  I  would  to  day  gladly  give 
my  pay  for  the  whole  Congress  if  Fremont 
had  been  sent  to  Port  Roy  il  instead  of  Sher- 
man.

It  is  proper  to  note  the  faet,  that  i)nly 
the  produce  that  has  actually  pa.ised 
through  the  houses  of  St.  Paul  dealers  is 
included  in  the  subjoined  figures  The 
great  bulk  of  the  the  wheat,  corn,  oats  and 
pork  crop  of  the  Minnesota  Valley  v;ent 
below  without  being  landed  at  St.  Paul. 
For  instance,  the  Davidson  line  of  stftim- 
ers,  and  the  City  Belle  while  she  was  in  the 
trade,  carried  the  main  bulk  of  the  pro 
duce  oi  that  fertile  region,  and  transferred 
sacks  and  barrels  at  the  St.  Paul  levej  to 
boats  running  below,  or  transferred  their 
laden  barges  to  these  boats  ;  and  of  all 
this  inmense  amount  of  stuff  our  statistics 
can  give  no  current  account.  We  estimate 
that  at  least  200,000  bushels  of  wheat 
passed  St.  Paul  in  this  way,  to  say  nothing 
of  other  produce.  We  only  give  the  actual 
transactions  of  St.  Paul  dealers  and  com- 
mission merchants.

Latest  European  Arrival. 

New  Yoek,  Dec.  31. 

The  ^Etna  from  Liverpool  18th,  and 
Queenstown  19th,  arrived  here  at  8  a.  m. 
The  Asia  reached  Liverpool  on  the  lOlh. 

The  steamers  of  the  Canadian  and  New 
York  and  Philadelphia  lines  were  stipula- 
ting with  shippers  (or  the  right  to  call  at  any 
intermediate  port,  discharge  cargos,  <tc., 
should  it  be  deemed  unsafe  to  go  to  their 
^orls  of  destination. 

President  Lincoln's  message  claimed  great 
attention,  notwithstanding  public  taling  was 
deeply  engrossed  with  the  death  of  Prince 
Albert.  The  silence  ol  the  message  on  the 
Trent  aflair  was  the  subject  of  much  con 
jecture  and  comment.  It  was  generally  re- 
garded as  a  leop  hole  for  escape  and  gave 
rise  to  some  hopes  of  peace,  although  the 
general  construction  was  warlike. 

Tiie  Times  argues  that  by  this  studied  si-

THE  NATIONAL.  ITIILITARY  RAIL- 
ROAD SCHEIE. 

The  committees  of  Congret^s  to  whom  was 
referred    that   portions   of   the   President's 
Message   relatlcg   to  the  construction  of  a 
oatiooal  military  road  across  the  States  of 
Kentucky  and   Tennessee,  -have  considera- 
tioo  a  plan  for  the   connection  by  railroad 
of  the  eontrca  of  the  railroad  sy.stems  of  the 
North  and  South.     This  plan  meets  the  ap- 
proval of  the  President,  to  whom  it  has  been 
suggested  by  General  Leslie  Combs,  of  Ken- 
tucky,  with  whom   it  has  been  a  carefully 
etudied   hobby  for  a   quarter  of  u  century. 
It  contemplates  the  connection,  by  a  direct 
railroad,  of  Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  with  Louis- 
ville, Ky.,   and  Cincinnati.     To   complete 
this  connection  it  would  bo  Deees^ary  to  cnu- 
Btruct  about  two  hundred  and  twenty  miles 
of  railroad  over  a  practicable   route     The 
surveys   and   estimates  hase   already    been 
made  by  competent  engineers.    Chattanooga 
is  the  great  railroad  centre  of  the  south.  It 
is  the  point  ot  convergence  tor  railroads  al- 
ready constructed  from  all  the  prine  pal  cit- 
ies on    the  lower    .Mississippi,  the    JjIu;!   of 
Mexico  a.id  the  Southern    Atlantic,  around 
*.he  whole  semicirelt    frcm  Memphis,  TeDR._ 
including  Little  Rock,  Arkansas,  V^icksburg, 
and    Jaek.ton,    Mississippi,    New   Orleans. 
Mobile.   Peo«aco!a,  Savannah,    Charlc'Ston, 
Beaufort,  X.  C,  to  Norfolk  and  Richmond. 
As  a  strategical    point    it  is  of  iicmtcse 
importance.

PRECEDENT    I  KU.fl  THE    FIRST

In  cousi.j!u  iicc  of  the  hesitation  exhibited 
by  the  Federal  Administration  to  sanction 
u  formal  exchange  of  prisoners,  lest,  by  so 
doing  they  should  in  some  way  embarras.' 
their  position  and  action  in  criishins,'  the 
rebellion,  a  conuiiitta-  was  recently  ap- 
pointed by  the  Massachusetlri  Historical 
Society  to  eoquiie  and  report  to  what  ex- 
lent  and  exchange  ot  prisoners  was  etfected 
during  the  American  Revolution,  and  es- 
pecially to  ascertain  and  report  if.  by  such 
exchanges,  the  right.s  of  sovereignty  claim- 
ed by  the  crown  were  supposed  in  England 
to  ha\e  be*  u  in  any  way  impaired  or  set 
aside.  From  the  report  ot  the  committee  it 
appeared  that,  Irom  the  battle  of  Lexington 
to  the  close  of  the  revolutionary  war,  ex- 
change's of  prisoners  constantly  took  place, 
and  often  in  considerable  numbers,  although 
the  Briti.-h  Government  steadily  and  cau- 
tiously avoided  recognizing  tlie  independ- 
ence of  the  colonies,  or  making  Any  politi- 
oai  admissions  whatsoever.  They  permit- 
led  eschacges,  under  rules  ot  war,  for  pur- 
poses of  military  convenience,  and  in  relief 
of  the  3ufieriog6  of  their  own  ulTicer-'  and 
privates  in  captivity.

If  it  should  be  ordered  to  prepare  winter 
quarters  1  would  suggest  that  an  appropri- 
ate cliaj>el  be  constructed  of  logs  for  the 
use  of  the  Chaplain,  at  some  convenient 
point  within  the  lint^.  Exi»erience  has 
demonstrated  that  there  is  bat  little  profit  or 
consolation  m  listening  to  the  words  of  the 
preacher,  while  the  soldiers  are  obliged  to 
stand  in  the  open  air  on  the  frozen  earth. 

The  avowed  leligiou?  sentiment  of  the 
Regiment  is  leebie,  yet  the  larger  portion 
treat  religion  with  respect,  and  towards 
their  Chaplain  deport  themselves  with  cour- 
tesy. 

In  a  spirit  uf  selt-sacrifice,  truly  com- 
mendable, benevolent  and  religious  men  and 
women  have  largely  contributed  in  the  way 
of  hospital  stores,  clothing  and  religious  lit- 
erature, to  the  physical  and  moral  welfare  ol 
the  army.  But  as  was  to  be  expected,  un- 
der the  enthusiasm  of  the  moment,  zeal  has 
not  always  b«en  tempered  with  knowledge. 
Dt  pondiiiji  upon  information  from  those 
who  have  never  once  visited  our  camp  hos- 
pital, nor  Consulted  with  the  regimental 
Surgeons,  boxes  ol  double  sheets  and  other 
articles  have  been  forwarded,  snicable  only 
for  a  general  hospital,  and  which  cannot 
be  tansported  from  place  to  place,  owing  to 
tiiPir  bulk  and  weight.

When  the  Convention    was  chospn 

for  revising  the  constitution   he  entertained 

views  in  common    with    .Mr.    Clay   who  so 

nobly  said  *•  no  earthly  power  could  induce 

him  to  extend  slavery,  when  it  did  not  exist 

and   where   life   long  cherished   principles 

were  those  ot  an  emancipationist." 


Mr.  Sc-mser  gave  slavery  a  tremendous 
hit  right  in  the  presence  of  President  Lin- 
coln last  Tveek,  when  delivering  bis  eulogy 
upon  Baker,  ic  was  one  of  the  most  elo- 
quent passages  every  uttered  in  the  Amer- 
ican Senate,  and  produced  ;i  thrilling 
effect.  Mr.  Lincoln  actually  started  from 
his  seat  as  Sumner  uttered  the  word 
*•  7/iurrffired" — it  was  slavery  that  murdered 
Baker — and  the  gallery  audience  found  it 
diSBcult  to  repress  its  enthusiasm-  Sucii. 
is  the  change  in  the  Senate,  that  this  man 
who,  one  year  ago,  was  in  danger  of  His 
life  for  uttering  strong  sentiments  on  the 
subject  of  slavery,  now  utters  them  with- 
out fear  of  reproach  or  criticism,  in  the 
.'nidst  of  a  luneral  speech.

Unaware  of  this  tact, 
others  of  liberal  .iipirit  have,  at  some  ex- 
pense, forwarded  to  the  Chaplain,  a  large 
package  of  tracts  similar  tn  those  already 
distributed  or  in  hand. 

Irreligious  men,  we  are  told  in  Holy 
Writ,  cannot  discern  spiritual  things,  and 
will  not  be  satisfied  with  tracts  alone.  If 
they  are  not  supplied  with  a  pure  healthful, 
manly  and  attractive  literature  with  which 
they  can  occupy  the  leisure  hours,  they  will 
seek  those  pestiferous  books  defiled  with  the 
scent  of  the  groggery  and  brothel,  which 
filthy  and  sneaking  pedlers,  "foaming  out 
their  own  sbarae"  hawk  around  the  camp.

President  and  Senate,  with  a  salary  of  5,000 
dollars,  to  have  general  charge  and  super- 
vision over  all  banking  operations  under  the 
act. 

It  provides  for  is,suing  circulating  notes 
iu  the  similitude  of  bank  notes,  to  be  coun- 
tersigned and  registered  in  the  Bank  depart- 
ment, to  be  stamped  on  their  face  '"  secured 
by  a  pledge  of  United  States  Stocks,  and 
receivable  for  all  dueattt  and  from  the  Uni- 
ted States,  except  duties  on  imports,  and 
made  legal  tender  lor  these  purposes." 

All  existing  banks  in  all  States  and  Ter- 
ritories of  the  United  States  may  elect  or 
not  to  avail  themselves  of  the  benefits  of 
this  national  currency,  on  complying  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

New  banks  may  be  formed  by  any  num- 
ber of  persons  under  its  provisions,  with  a 
capital  of  §100,000  or  more,  to  circulate 
this  currency  and  carry  on  a  general  bank- 
ing business  in  auv  part  o!  the  United 
States. 

All  banks  issuing  national  currency  are 
required  to  keep  constant  y  on  hand  twenty- 
flve  per  cent,  of  their  outstanding  circula- 
ting notes  in  specie  to  secure  the  prompt 
redemption  of  the  same. 

Stockholders  are  made  individually  liable 
tor  the  debts  ol  the  bank  to  the  aisount  of 
their  slock. 

Banks  organized  under  this  act  are  to 
have  a  seal,  may  sue  and  be  sued  in  all 
courts,  and  may  make  all  by-laws  necessary 
to  carry  on  their  business. 

Banks  under  the  act  are  to  make  quarter- 
ly reports  to  the  Bank  Comptroller,  who  is 
annually  to  report  to  Congress. 

If  banks  fail  to  redeem  their  bills  and 
become  insolvent,  the  securities  in  the  hands 
of  the  Bank  Comptroller  may  be  sold  at 
public  auction  and  the  bill  holders  first 
paid. 

Insolvent  banks  are  to  have  a  Receiver 
appointed,  and  he  wound  up  by  ordei  of  the 
court. 

Frauds  aud  couuterleiting  are  carefully 
guarded  against.  Thi.-"  bill  will,  the  com- 
mittee believe,  create  a  large  demand  for 
L^nited  States  stocks  to  be  issued  for  bank- 
ing purposes.  The  bills  Lseued  on  a  hypoth- 
ecation of  these  stocks  will  have  the  faith  of 
the  government  pledged  to  that  extent  for 
their  redemption. 

These  nillg  are  to  be  receivable  tor  taxes 
and  all  other  public  dues  to  the  government, 
and  for  all  salaries,  and  for  all  other  debts 
and  demands  due  from  the  United  States 
for  services  rendered,  aud  for  supplies  and 
materials  furnished.  The  banks  issuing  this 
national  currency  are  made  liable  for  its  re- 
demption, and  the  stockholders  are  made  li- 
able for  it. 

The  bill -holders  have  as  security  :  First, 
the  U.  S.  stocks  deposited  with  the  Bank 
Comptroller  ;  second,  the  liability  of  the 
bank,  issuing  bills ;  third,  the  personal  liabil 
itits  of  the  stockholders  ot  the  bank  to  an 
amount  equal  to  their  stock  ;  and  it  is  thus 
thought  to  constitute  a  very  safe  and  secure 
currency  for  circulation  among  the  people, 
to  pay  the  army,  and  all  other  exfniordina- 
ry  expenses  of  the  war.

Recovering  himself  immediately  he  got  on 
his  knees  and^seizing  his  rifle  pointed  it  at 
his  murderous  brother,  who  turned  and  fled, 
but  a  rifle  ball  iu  his  spine  arrested  the 
course  of  the  rebel  forever. 

The  family  of  the  Union  man  gathered  a 
few  of  their  effects  hurriedly  and  fled  with 
him  in  a  wagon.  They  are  now  in  Kansas, 
and  he.  though  severely  wounded,  js  slowly 
recovering. 

1  will  mention  one  more  case,  not  so  dis- 
tressing, but  quite  significant.  I  was  trav- 
eling a  few  weeks  ago  and  met  a  family  on 
the  road  with  inree  or  four  horses  and  about 
a  dozen  hea<l  of  cattle.  There  was  a  man, 
his  wife,  and  two  young  children  iu  the 
wagon.  As  they  were  evidently  refugees,  1 
inquired, 

•'  From  Missouri  ?" 

•  Yes." 

"How  did  you  contrive  to  get  away  with 
80  much  stock  ?" 

^Yes.  I  had  a  pretty  tight  i^ueez".  but 
got  through. " 

"Did you  lose  much?" 

•'Yes,  I  lost  my  crop,  uiid  most  ol  the 
house  fixins,  but  I  got  off  most  of  my  stock, 
though  these  aint  exactly  my  sloek,  but 
they're  the  same."' 

•'How  is  that  ?'' 

-Why,  you  see  I  joined  the  Home  Guard, 
and,  when  I  left,  my  secesh  neighbors 
pitched  in  and  drove  off  all  my  stock,  and 
pmashed  up  my  things  generally.  I  heard 
about  it,  and  got  leave  of  absence  aud  went 
home  about  the   time  some  Union  troops

This  is  not  the  Paris  I  visited  ten  years 
ago.  though  in  1851  it  was  comparatively 
unchanged  during  the  ten  years  that  had 
elapsed  since  my  first  visit  in  1842.

po.S'J  and  prosperity  to  France,  and  become 
popular  in  Paris  In  this  respect  history 
vindicates  prophecy.  I  was  led  to  these 
convictions  from  seeing  order  succeed 
chaos,  so  rapidly,  and  from  evidence  I 
then  had  that  the  Emperor  was  hi.s  own 
arc aitect— that  his  own  genius  originated 
and  his  own  wisdom  perfected  the  civil 
reforms  and  reorganizations  which  every 
day  revealed .

We  print  this  morning  an  interesting 
letter  from  our  Port  Royal  correspondent, 
giving  an  account  of  the  stone  fleet  expe- 
dition to  Charleston  harbor.

now,  so  far  as  any  commerce  is  concerned 
except  that  in  small  coastwise  vessels,  may 
be  considered  as  "  up  country.''  Fire  has 
wiped  out  that  rebellious  city  almost  as 
efi'ectualiy  a.s  the  wrath  of  t.'od  did 
Sodom.  Fishermen  may  dry  their  nets 
where  it  once  stood .  for  but  few  fishermen 
wdl  ever  go  there,  and  they  only  to  find 
its  ruins.  That  these  sunken  vessels  will 
ever  be  removed  is  not  at  all  likely.  The 
shifting  sand.s  will  soon  bury  them,  and 
tho  superincumbent  mass  will  be  almost 
as  impossible  of  remeval,  so  as  to  get  the 
hulks,  88  the  water  itself.  It  may  be  in 
time,  that  the  tides  will  lorm  anew  channel; 
they  may,  indeed,  form  a  dozen  new  ones; 
but  it  is  not  a  necessary  consequence  that 
any  of  them  shall  be  deep  enough  for  ship 
navigation.  Nothing  is  so  capricious  as 
the  course  of  currents  on  these  Southern 
sand  bars,  aud  there  can  be  no  certain 
calculation  as  to  what  direction  they  may 
take  on  this  that  has  always  mide  Charles- 
ton the  most  difficult  of  access  of  any  im- 
portant port  on  the  coast.  But  the  prob- 
abihiies  are  that  this  job  settles  the  ac- 
count with  what  the  fire  had  left  her.

We  learn  that  II.  W.  A.  Burleigh,  Indi- 
an Agent  at  Greenwood,  Yaucton  (Reserve, 
Dacotah  Teriitory.  900  miles  up  the  Mis- 
souri, from  St.  Joseph,  which  place  he  left 
on  the  2d  inst.,  traveling  by  overland  to  St. 
Joseph,  passed  over  the  railroad  la.=:t  week 
en  route  for  Washiugrton. 

He  brings  tidings  of  jjeace  and  plenty 
Irom  the  Yancton,  Siou.'cs  and  other  neigh- 
boring tribes.  Strike  Three,  the  great 
chief  of  the  Yancton?,  who  has  eight  hun- 
dred powerful  warriors,  recently  visited  the 
Pawnees  and  other  tribes  south  of  the  Mis- 
souri, assuring  them  that  as  long  as  peace- 
able he  would  be  friendly,  but  the  moment 
they  raised  an  arm  against  the  United  States 
Government  he  would  meet  them  in  deadly 
conflict.

When  not  so  authorized  they 
will  avoid  all  interference  with  such  ques- 
tion.

A  FLORAL  CVRIOSITV, 

.Much  interest  is  excited  among  the  lovers 
of  flowers  by  the  Bonapartea  Juncea,  now  in 
bloom  at  the  nurseries  ot  Ellwanger  and 
Barry,  in  Rochester.  The  plant  has  re- 
m  lined  in  the  possession  of  those  gentlemen 
since  the  foundation  of  their  colossal  estab- 
lishment, about  twenty-two  years  ago — 
wjen  it  was  obtained  by  them  from  the 
P'ioces  nursery,  at  Flushing.  How  old  it 
WHS  when  thus  obtained  is  not  known  to 
us.  It  continued  in  an  almost  unchanged 
condition,  about  the  size  of  a  peck  measure, 
during  that  long  period,  except  that,  about 
the  1st  of  October,  it  began  to  throw  up  a 
stalk,  which  grew  so  fast,  making  five  or 
si.x  inches  a  day,  that  it  reached  about  thir- 
teen feet — flowers  appearing  and  blooming 
in  succession  along  nearly  the  whole  sur- 
faje  of  the  stalk. 

Had  any  growth  of  this  kind  been  antic- 
ipated—had it  been  earlier  removed  to  a 
green-house,  with  appropriate  temperature 
atd  cultivation— it  is  believed  the  growth 
would  have  at  least  doubled  the  size  now 
attained.  We  have  not  been  able  to  ascer- 
tain when  or  where  any  plant  of  this  kind 
has  bloomed  before  in  this  country. 

Like  the  century  plant,  which  attracted 
80  much  attention  at  the  Van  Rensselaer 
minsioD  in  Albany,  some  twenty  years  ago, 
this  Bonapartea  juncea  offers  an  opportunity 
which  persons  curious  in  such  matters  will 
b€  glaa  to  embrace  where  practicable. 

Let  no  one  be  disappointed,  however, 
from  expecting  too  much  in  the  way  of 
brilliancy  and  size  of  the  flowers.  .\11  rea- 
Booable  persons  will  be  satisfied  to  see  a 
p!,int  which,  after  remaining  stationary  for 
ne»rly  a  quarter  of  a  century  in  possesBioD 
of  Its  present  owners,  grew  at  this  wonder- 
fo  i  rate,  and  is  flowering  as  no  plant  of  the 
kiid  is  known  to  have  flowered  before  in 
these  Northern  regiooE.

He  has  been  practi- 
cally a  prisoner  on  board  for  some  weeks 
in  order  to  get  the  machinery  in  good  work- 
ing order.  The  Pensacola  is  a  splendid  ves- 
•d,  in  beautiful  order,  and  apparently  admira- 
bly governed.  We  shall  hear  a  good  report 
of  her  soon.  As  well  for  caution  as  pretec> 
lion,  the  tug  boats  Reliance  and  Yankee 
will  accompany  the  Pensacola  by  the  bat- 
teries, and  a  tow  boat  also  wili  render  her 
dssistance 

The  Board  of  Fire  Insurance  Compa- 
mes  of  New  York  City,  held  on  the  12th 
mstaot,  appointed  a  special  committee  of 
five  to  investigate  and  report  upon  the  na- 
ture of  petroleum  or  rock-oils,  earth-oils, 
Ber.zjne,  Benzole  and  Naphta,  and  the  oils 
refined  from  petroleum  and  coil  oil,  with  a 
rate  of  insurance  upon  the  articles.

Burnside's  expedition  assume  .shape  and 
dirociioD.  Tiie  [xcuninary  preparations. 
tne  bfiiintf  of  tho  expedition,  have  been  ' 
mainly  done  in  New  York,  and  L'apt.  Bijtgs, 
the  division  quartermaster,  is  sii:l  there;  but 
matters  are  now  in  such  a  lorwnrd  stab- 
that  what  remains  to  be  done  can  only  l>e 
properly  attended  to  at  this  the  place  of 
rendezvous  of  the  transport  and  laii  I  lorces. 
Gen.  Burnside  arrived  here  on  Friday  of 
laat  week,  and  has  since  been  vigorously  en- 
gaged in  closii  g  up  the  preparations  for  the 
expedition,  ilis  .staff  are  l.kewise  mainly 
here,  busily  employed. 

Gen.  John  Y'.  Foster,  commands  the 
First  Brigade.  General  Jesse  L.  Reno,  the 
Second  Brigade,  to  day  reviewed  the  regi 
meuta  thui  far  assigned  to  hi«  brigade,  con- 
fitting  of  the  E  e.venih  Connecticut,  Fifty- 
fiv9  Pennsylvania,  and  Fifty-E.-sl  New 
York.  Gen.  Reno's  staff  has  not  vet  been 
fully  determined  upon.  He  is  one  ot  the 
most  recently  appointed  brigadiers,  former- 
ly belonged  to  the  United  States  engineer 
service,  and  is  spoken  of  by  military  men 
who  kn'jw  him,  as  an  oflicer  of  more  than 
ordinary  merit.  Gen.  Park,  commanding 
the  Toird  Brigade,  has  not  yet  arrived,  but 
is  momentarily  expected. 

Geo.  Burnside's  injuction  of  secrecy  re^ 
gardiiig  the  important  particulars  of  the 
expedition  is  ftill  in  force,  but  will  probably 
be  removed  within  a  wtek,  when  the  mag- 
nitude of  the  preparations,  which  have 
been  much  enlarged  since  theeXDedition  was 
tirit  conceived,  may  be  properly  and  fully 
reveaietl.  The  iDdications  are  that  the  rc- 
tioense  of  the  pre>s  in  regard  to  these  par- 
ticalars  will  be  folly  and  amply  reciprocated 
by  the  General,  in  affording  ilie  representa- 
tives of  the  press  complete  facilities  for  ob- 
taining and  transmitting  promptly  all  legiti- 
mate matters  of  news.

—The  annual  report  of  Mr.  Pollock, 
director  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint,  is  just 
published.  The  amount  of  bullion  received 
at  the  mint  and  its  branches  durinj:  the 
year  was  as  fallows :  gold,  $110,970,- 
OO'i.86;  silver,  $t,624,96I.o7  ;  total  de- 
posits, S12 1,594,964 '2;l  From  this  b,tal 
deducted  the  re  deposits tf  bullion,  or  burs 
made  at  one  institution  and  deposited  at 
another  for  coinage,  the  amount  will  be 
$72,640,671.01.  The  coins  struck  amount- 
ed to  $63,400,51*7.  of  which  sum  S49,- 
597,071  was  the  work  of  the  Mint  at  Phil- 
adelphia. There  was  coined  in  the  branch 
mint  at  San  Francisco,  California,  812,- 
421,000  in  gold,  and  $198,000  in  silver.

Washixoton,  Jan.  6. 

House  — Mr.  Conkling  rismg  to  a  ques- 
tion of  priviU-ge  called  attention  to  the  fact 
ttjat  the  second  day  of  ti  e  session  a  reso- 
lution was  adopted  with  reference  to  the 
batt'e  ul  Bails  Blutl'.  The  resolution  pro- 
poaed  no  investigation  into  future  transac  ■ 
tions  whatever.  It  simply  requested  the 
Secretary  of  War  to  inform  the  House 
whether  any  step-*  have  bicn  taken  to 
ascertam  who  was  responsible  t>r  the  dia- 
astcr. 

The  resolution  was  handed  to  the  Adju 
tant  General,  who  submitted  it  to  the  Com- 
mander-in-chief. He  (Conklini:)  was  un- 
willing? to  believe  that  the  Commander-in- 
chief  had  read  the  resolution,  because  he 
could  not  impate  to  Lira  the  design  to  trifle 
wi;h  the  Hous«  and  return  an  evasive  an- 
«wer.  It  he  had  read  it  he  certainly  mis- 
Qoderstood  its  purpose.  He  seemed  to  have 
received  the  impression  that  a  future  enqui- 
ry was  to  be  instituttd,  and  tliatofavery 
grnemi  character,  and  he  accordingly  ex- 
pressed an  opinion  to  the  Adjutant  (iencral 
which  was  reported  to  the  Secretary  of  \V;ir 
and  by  the  latter  transmitted  to  the  House. 
The  answer  to  the  resolution  did  not  inform 
the  House  'hat  steps  had  tu-en  made  to 
show  who  was  to  blame  for  the  Bail's  Bluff 
disaster — the  response  was  evasive.  Now 
tills  was  a  disregard  ol  the  privile:^"^  of  the 
House  which  ought  to  receive  and  requires 
a  prompt  notice.  Unless  we  consent  to  a 
trampling  on  our  rights  we  should  watch 
with  a  jealous  eye  the  right  of  wholesome 
inquiry.  The  enquiry  related  to  a  great 
oaiioiial  calamity,  and  to  the  rao.st  atrocious 
military  murder  ever  committed  in  our  his- 
tory, and  the  most  humiliating  triumph  of 
the  rebellion.  A  blunder  so  gross  that  every 
man  can  see  it,  ac  1  no  one  has  ever  dartd 
to  deny  and  d'  f'^ii.l  it.  Besidt-s  the  deleat 
and  the  large  loss  of  arms  and  mi'nionsof 
war,  there  was  a  sacrifice  of  930  men. 
The  resolution  to  which  he  (Conkling)  re- 
ferred, proposed,  out  ot  rfspeet  to  the  mem- 
ory of  those  men.  and  in  deference  to  the 
public  propriety  and  jell'-respcct  of  the  na- 
tion, to  enquire  whi  tlier  the  military  author- 
ities have  taken  any  steps  whatever  to  as- 
Certain  who  is  responsible  for  the  .^laughter 
of  the  SODS  of  New  York,  .Massachusetts, 
and  Pennsylvania.  General  Stone,  who 
was  at  the  time  in  eoDimaiid,  is  a  member 
of  the  reijular  arinr.  Col.  Baker  was  a 
volunteer.  The  respective  friends  of  these 
gentlemen  have  raised  a  queuion  as  to  the 
merits  of  the  case  involving  the  •  ffioiency  of 
reiiulars  and  volunteers.  He  (Conkling) 
had  no  toleration  for  such  a  controversy. 
An  enquiry  was  absolutely  necessary.  The 
man  that  is  to  blame  should  fall  upon  his 
knees  and  asd  pardon.  If  Col,  Baker  was 
responsible  most  lamentably  h'ls  he  suflered. 
If  General  S  one  is  responsible,  a  greater 
weight  of  guilt  never  rested  upou  a  man 
than  rests  upon  him. 

Srsate  — Mr.  Nesmith  presented  the  ere 
dentials  of  Hon.  Benjamin  Stark,  who   waa 
appo'nted  Senator  to  fill  the  vaciincy  occa- 
sioned by  the  death  of  Senator  Baker. 

Mr.  Fesseoden  moved  that  the  adminis- 
ter  cf  the  oath  be  :?uspended  tor  the  pres- 
ent, and  the  credentials  of  Mr.  Stark,  to- 
gether with  certain  papers  which  he  held 
in  his  (Ff'sseodcn's)  bands,  be  referred  to 
the  Judiciary  Committee.  The  papers 
were  wc.l  attested  by  many  of  the  most  re 
gpectablJ  portion  of  the  inhabitants  ol 
Portland.  The  papers  state  that  Mr.  Stark 
ig  understood  to  be  an  open  and  avowtd 
secessionist,  that  he  defends  the  course  of 
the  Souto,  and  had  given  utterance  to 
btaiements  ut  war  with  the  Government, 
such  as  approving  the  attack  on  Fort  Sum- 
ter, and  declaring  that  in  the  case  of  war  he 
would  sell  his  property,  go  South  and  fight 
lor  the  rebels.  He  (Fessenden)  had  exam- 
need  the  papers  with  deliberation,  and 
therttore  made  the  motion. 

Mr.  Br  gilt  said  that  there  was  no  pre- 
cedent for  such  a  motion.  lie  never  knew 
of  a  case  where  a  Senator  had  been  refused 
the  oath,  ^He  thought  the  Senator  had  bet- 
ter be  sworn,  and  then  let  the  .Senate  take 
eogn'Ziiice  of  the  latter  property.  Never 
had  baser  fahehoods  been  offered,  than  those 
in  regard  to  himself,  which  had  been  sent  to 
the  Senate  here.  Hp  had  in  his  pocket  a 
copy  of  the  New  York  Herald,  where  it  was 
•fated  that  he  (Bright)  was  u  Brigadier 
Gt-neral  in  the  rebel  army. 

Mr.  Fessenden  said  it  was  true  that  t  ere 
was  not  a  precedent,  but  the  stale  ot  the 
country  was  without  precedent,  and  we  had 
now  to  make  prfccdent.s.  These  papers  in 
reference  to  Mr.  Stark  were  well  attested  by 
his  neighbors  aud  townsmen 

Mr.  Bayard  thought  the  case  had  better 
go  over  until  to-morrow,  that  Senators 
might  have  time  to  look  into  it. 

Mr.  Trumbull  said  the  case  was  not  with- 
oat  precedents,  and  referred  to  the  cise  of 
Mr.  f^nman  of  Conn,  where  credentials 
were  referred,  and  also  to  the  case  of  Mr. 
Griswold  ot  Ohio,  who.%  credentials  were 
also  referred. 

Mr.  Sumner  said  the  case  was  unprece- 
dented. The  Senate  is  now  examining  the 
loyalty  of  certain  memb'^rs. 

Mr.  Bayard  said  there  were  members  in 
the  Senate  in  1812  wlio  were  opposed  to  the 
war  wiih  Great  Britain,  and  with  the  action 
of  the  government. 

Mr.  Bright  said  iic  supposed  he  was  re- 
ferred to  by  the  Senator  from  Massachusetts 
(Sumner.)  at  any  rate  he  was  in  the  cate- 
gory. He  (Bright)  was  glad  the  St^nate 
was  e.xamining,  and  so  far  as  he  was  con- 
a'sroed  he  was  0DI3'  sorry  that  they  were  so 
slow.     He  was  anxious  lor  a  result. 

Mr.  Lane,  of  Indiana,  thought  that  suGB- 
cient  lor  the  day  was  the  evil  tfiereof.  When 
other  cases  come  up  the  Senate  will  be  ready 
to  vote.  There  could  be  no  difference  of 
opinion  ia  regard  to  the  present  war  by  any 
patriot. 

The  credentials  of  Mr.  Starke,  and  the 
papers  handed  in  by  Mr.  Fes-senden,  were 
then  laid  on  the  table  !or  the  present. 

Mr.  Wilson  presented  a  petition  from  the 
citizens  of  Pennsylvania  that  John  C.  Fre- 
mont be  appointed  Lieut.  General. 

Mr.  Wilson  alao  presented  a  petition  in 
reference  to  Gen.  McKinstry,  representing 
that  he  was  confine*]  in  prisoo  clearly  in  vi- 
olation of  the  rules  of  war.
